This statem ent 
was m ade by Dr. J. N. H urty. secre­ 
tary of the sta te board of health, afier 
tie had sp ent several hours insp ecting 
he 200 rep orts that have been sent 
n by health officers instructed at the 
:ast health conference to investigate 
he condition of the slaughter- and 
p ack inghouses. 
For 
several 
days 
S ecretary H urty will be busy classify­ 
ing and analyzing these rep orts. 
All 
of 
these 
insp ections 
of 
slau ghte r­ 
houses have been m ade under the di­ 
rection of the sta te board of health 
and grew ou t of the cru sad e the board 
instituted som e tim e aeo against vio­ 
lators of the p ure food laws. 
T he health au thorities adm it, since 
the rep orts have been received, that 
they are p ow erless to move against 
the ow ners of the se u nsanitary slaugh 
ter-houses. 
In som e instances the re­ 
p orts show 
the 
filthiest conditions. 
“T here seem s to be only tw o w ays in 
which the country slaughter-house can 
be controlled and k ep t up to the high 
sanitary stand ard that ought to exist.” 
says S ecretary H urty. 
“One way to 
do this is by stringe nt laws enacted 
by the legislature. 
A nother is by or­ 
dinances that m ight be adop ted by 
cities and tow ns refusing to adm it 
m eats 
to 
the m ark ets 
tha t 
is 
not 
slaughtered 
and 
dreRsed 
u nd er the 
m ost cleanly conditions.”
